Manager. These checks repre­ 
sent the retirem ent of 1954 
and 1955 capital credits. 
The capital credits plan is 
one aspect of Stamford Elec­ 
tric Cooperative's non-profit 
operation under which mem­ 
bers and patrons agree that 
all amounts paid for service 
in excess of 
operating costs 
and expenses are furnished as 
capital. 
The Board of Directors of 
SEC is charged with making 
decisions on financial policies 
of the Cooperative It has been 
the policy of Stamford Elec­ 
tric over the years to retire 
REA loan capital as rapidly 
as feasible. This has been done 
to the extent that members of 
SEC now own 95.39c of the 
total electric plant. 
It is now possible to begin 
refunding members capital in­ 
vestment on a regular yearly 
basis. All such retirements of 
capital are made in the order 
of priority according to the 
year in wT.ich the capital was 
furnished 
and 
credited, the 
capital first received by the 
Cooperative 
being 
first 
re­ 
tired. 
"With the mailing of the 
checks in a few days, this will 
make a total of over $652,000- 
00 
thus refunded since the 
Cooperative’s 
origination 
in 
1939,' said Lester 
and during 
his time SEC has served every 
applicant for service in the 
area served by the Coopera­ 
tive no m atter how big or far 
away.”

This is what is 
happening 
m the several meetings a1 
leady held 
in Paris. 
The 
North Vietnamese negotiator* 
started out with a propaganda 
blast and continue to den> 
th it they have any troops ir 
South Vietnam at all. 
Their first purpose is clearly 
to put this Country into a bo' 
by first getting the 
United 
States to stop all bombing ir 
North Vietnam and particu 
larlv an assurance of a per­ 
manent santuary for llano 
and IP iphong. 
It is also pretty clear that 
they are depending on senti­ 
ment in this Country to force 
our negotiators into one-sided 
concessions while they make 
no concessions at all. 
Our American ‘ Doves” take 
th^ ling that having once a- 
greed to the present partia 
bombing 
halt, 
the 
Unitec 
States must not ever considei 
going back to air action against 
the enemy under any circum 
stances. This, they say, would 
be a shock to "world opinion’ 
and bring great disappoint 
mom and adverse reaction tc 
those who seek peace. 
The North Vietnamese, O' 
course, want assurances th a1 
Hanoi and Haipong be sparge 
any future bombing under any 


circumstances. If they could 
get this, it would release an 
estimated three quarters of a 
million work force, enabling 
them to send many more fight­ 
ing men into South Vietnam. 
In fact, there is pretty good 
evidence 
that they are al­ 
ready escalating action in this 
respect. 
While two years of negoti­ 
ations were going on to settle 
the Korean war, the biggest 
Chinese-North Korean offen­ 
sive of the whole w-ar occured 
in the month before the truce 
was finally signed. Well over 
a third of all American casual­ 
ties of that war occured w-hile 
peace negotiations were offi­ 
cially and formally in progress. 
In this situation in Paris, 
we are at least forewarned of 
the tactics of Hanoi’s repre­ 
sentatives. 
It 
is 
the 
most 
dangerous time in South Viet­ 
nam. It is obvious that 
the 
strategy started with the TETT 
offensive and continues to the 
present time with varying de­ 
grees of intensity. It is reason­ 
able to believe that as talks go 
on in 
Paris 
a 
stepped up 
activity will go on in South 
Vietnam 
in an attem pt to 
show our representatives that 
they are capable of an offen­ 
sive to threaten our presence 
in the country. 
Our delegation in Paris is 
entirely aware of this situation 
and 
although 
we 
will 
go 
on patiently seeking an honest 
approach 
to a real settle­ 
ment, they will not submit to a 
propaganda trap that w'ould 
sacrifice everything for which 
our men have been fighting 
since this conflict began. 
The 
Communists 
Negoti­ 
ators of North Vietnam should 
be made to understand clearly 
and unequivocally that we are 
there to produce genuine pro­ 
gress toward an 
honorable 
peace. At the same time, and 
with an assurance not to b* 
misunderstood, we should tel!
